This marine is Douglas Catchim, 
until recently assistant manager of 
the Washington office of the Burns 
Detective Agency, whose detectives 
were engaged for days and nights 
in keeping under’ surveillance 
jurors in the [Fall-Sinclair oil con- 
spiracy case. in which a mistria] 
was ordered last Tuesday. 

Catchim enlisted in the marines 
here on Oct. 28, the day the activi- 
ties of the Government agents trail- 
ing the juror trailers began to be- 
come known. He was sent to the 
Hampton Roads naval base and 
just inissed a naval transport which | 
sailed for Port Au 
Nov. 1. 

Girl Heard by Grand Jury. 

Government agents trailed him 
to Norfolk and there served upon 
him a subpena for his appearance 
here Monday before the grand 
jury, which held an extraordinary 
session for two hours today to hear 
the testimony of a high school 
girl, a juror fond of horse racing 
and one of the October pane! who 
just missed service on the oil jury 

A bit of confidential gossip led 
to the trail of Catchim, whose 
name was @éven unknown to the 
Federal agents working on the 
case. District Attorney Gordon re. 
ceived an anonymous communica- 
tion about him from “a friend of 
a friend.”’ and the machinery of 
Government was set into motion tc 
locate and subpena him. 

When Catchim goes before the 
grand jury he will be asked about 
a report that he told a friend that 
if he could get out of the country 
and remain out for sometime he 
would be “fixed” for the rest of 
whis life. The inquisition also will 
go to what part, if any, he had in 
the shadowing of thé jury. 

Burns’ Manager Subpenaed. 

Charles Gramberry, office man- 
ager of the Burns agency here, 
who also has been summoned as a 
witness before the grand jury, said 
today that Catchim had worked in 
the local office up to a month ago, 
but had resigned then on the 
ground of ill health. 

This bit of information which 
led to the service on Catchim is 
only a small part of that which 
has -flowed into the District At- 
torney’s office since the oil jury 
was discharged last Tuesday. Much 
of it comes by mail, but no little 
part has come in over the tele- 
phone wires. 

All of the communications are 
anoymous and those sent through 
the mail are penned in printed 
form so that the senders may not 
be traced. Thus far, it was stated 
at the District Attorney’s office, 
there has not been a single mis- 
leading tip. 

Besides Catchim, William i 
Burns himself is to appear before 
the grand jury Monday. Burns has 
notified District Attorney Gordon 
that all of the operatives employed 
to shadow the trial jury would re- 
port here when the Government 
wanted them. 

The witnesses before the jury to- 
day were Josephine Hopkins, a 
high school student; Charles Holt, 
a member of the dismissed jury; 
and Lawrence G. Hoes, who was 
called on the October panel, but 
failed to qualify. as a juror in the 
Fall-Sinclair case. 

Miss Hopkins’ name appeared in 
one of the confidential reports of 
the Burns men, reports which the 
Government charges were made to 
Day and to Sheldon Clark, an of- 
ficial of another of the Sinclair 
Oil Co.’s, who has promised to 
be here Tuesday for grand jury ex- 
amination. 

Member of Jury Heard.

His 
selection by lot to pay the penalty 
for the four was due to a Bolivian 
law which says that only one per- 
son may be executed iin punish- 
ment for a crime. 
Four Men Draw Lots. 

The three convicted with Jaure- 
gui were his brother, Juan, who 
studied law in. prison and acted 
eventually as attorney for the four; 
Simon Choque and Nestos Villegas. 
The four drew slips of paper from 
an urn in the Palace of Justice Oct. 
295. Alfredo Jauregui, last to draw, 
got the fatal black slip. The 
daughters of the murdered Presi- 
dent witnessed the drdwing and a 
great crowd waited outside the pal- 
ace for news of the loitery. 

The sentence was read to Jaure- 
gui yesterday. While it was being 
read an airplane circled overhead 
and the prisoner apparently forgot 
his fate for a short time as he 
looked up at the machine. 

Because the army refused to 
task, eight po- 
licemen were assigned to execute 
the youthful slayer. 

As he alighted from the automo- 
bile in the air field among snow- 
clad mountains, where the execu- 
tion took place, planes were dron- 
ing overhead. Jauregui embraced 
the Associated Press correspond- 
ent asking him to inform’ the 
world that he was innocent. He 
also had kind words for the Jesuit 
and Franciscan brothers who con- 
soled him. 

When his feet were bound to- 
géther and in full view of a great 
throng of persons who had taken 
a day off, he said: “I am speak- 
ing against my executioners, 
against the Judas who has brought 
me here.” 

In poetic phrases he read a 
speech denouncing Judge Tamayo, 
who sentenced him. He called on 
God to witness his innocence and 
then on'the eminent spirt of Gen. 
Pando to be witness, to say the 
word saving him from death and 
exonerating him from the charges. 

Condemned Man Speaks. 

He then again invoked the 
Deity to punish his executioners 
by sacrificing them to the wild 
animals. as was done in ancient 
Rome. The public prosecutor cut 
him short, but Jauregui continued 
to speak with the apparent ap- 
proval of the multitude. 

The firing squad took up its po- 
sition. The Prosecutor asked: 
“Convict Jauregui, have you for 
the last time in the name of the 
law any revelation to make?” 

Almost violently Jauregui shout- 
ed: “No, I have nothing to con- 
fess, for I am innocent.” 

Juan Jauregui and the other 
convicts whom the lottery had 
spared the fate of Alfredo threw 
themselves upon ‘the hard soil, 
clamoring for divine providence. 
His life only a matter of minutes, 
Alfredo exclaimed: “I am leaving 
this infampus world with a smile.” 
His brother Juan shouted to him: 
“Laugh, brother, laugh. The world 
i; just and sure of your innocence.” 

Tries to Remove Blindfold. 

Alfredo was bandaged with a 
black handkerchief and seated in 
a wooden chair. The priest of- 
fered him the crucifix, the police 
officer unsheathed his sword ready 
to give the command to fire. As 
he was counting, the condemned 


from his eyes, but was prevented 
by his executioners. 

“Ten,—Fire!” 

The rifles sounded and Alfredo 
Jauregui fell. The throng broke 
through the lines to view the bouy, 
which lay for a long time until 
picked up by Alfredo’s relatives, to 
be taken to the cemetery for buri- 
al.

The crest of the flood had 
Lganed from the Vermont moun- 
tains tonight and was moving up- 
on the great industrial centers of 
New Hampshire and Massachus- 
etts. Both the Connecticut and 
the Merrimac Rivers were at dan- 
ger height and still rising. 

In the Connecticut Valley the 
cities of Springfield, Holyoke, 
Northampton and other mill cen- 
ters are threatened with heavy 
damage. In the Merrimac Valley 
the flood menaced Concord, Man- 
chester and NasQua, N. H., and 
Lowell, Lawrence and mses 
Mass. Railroad and high 
communication between Concord 
and Manchester were Gut off. 

Army airplanes were sent in- 
to the flooded area by order of 
President Coolidge and planes sent 
out by newspapers and ~ picture 
services also wére in the air. Ev- 
ery effort was being made to reach 
the numerous other places cut off 
from wire service. Moveable ra- 
dio stations proceeded toward the 
distressed sections in the hope of 
being able to send:out news of the 
situation otherwise unobtainable. 

Washouts and landslides had left 
the railroads in @ state of confu- 
sion which cannot. be _ straight- 
ened out for several days and in 
some cases weeks. A roundabout 
connection to Albany and the west 
was established but New England 
was still cut off from Ca.ada and 
there was virtually no train serv- 
ice in Vermont and Northern New 
Hampshire. The Central Vermont 
railway has lost 18 bridges. 

Hundreds of families were re- 
moved from their homes as flood 
waters surrounded them today in 
many sections which had escaped 
yesterday. 

Milk Rationed in Boston. 

The stopping of train service 
from Vermont and New York 
State curtailed’ the milk supply of 
Boston and other large cities. 
V7ith only a limited amount of 
milk awailable authorities author- 
ized its. distribution only to fam- 
ilies in which there are children. 
Other, .erishable food supplier 
were cut off by enforced railroad 
om bargoes. 

Heavy loss vas entailed by the 
shutting down of many factories 
and «nilis in the river cities. Many 
places remained without electric 
light or power. 

At Springfield. Mass., 
Springfield and Agawam 19,000 
persons were routed from their 
homes tonight by the floods.

The father 
is 82 years old, and in poor health, 
and a dispatch says he has not 
been told of Capt. Gray's death.

sometimes mars too intimate con- 
tact with county woods in autumn. 

To shift the metaphor to an- 
ather motive for trips to Europe— 
or the county—they may see at 
Shaw’s Garden the color of cham- 
pagne in a lordly’ § flower, the 
shadow-pale yellow Turners which 
are massed for the center of the 
display. Rich Ports and clarets 
glint and darken in varieties in- 
adequately called “pink.” Or, if 
they prefer a deeper gold, 
may find an excellent yellow Char- 
treuse, so far as color goes, in 
more than one exhibit, for many 
of these varieties look so  s5un- 
kissed one suspects them of being 
solid vitamin.

POLIGE EXPLODE THEORY 
OF CUT BOMB FUSE 


University City Chief Observes 


Ends Don’t Match—Watch- 
man Admits Falsehood. 


Chief of Police George Ward of 
University City remembered yes- 
terday morning that when you cut 


a loaf of bread in two, the planes 
of the cut ends are parallel. He 
remembered this as he held in his 
hands two pieces of dynamite fuse 
—one piece burned through the 
center, the other piece a bit dis- 
colored where it had been fastened 
to a fulminate-of-mercury dyna- 
mite cap. 

Chief Ward is not a geometrist, 
but a careful policeman with a 
sense of skepticism and’ a sharp 
eye—the same that led yester- 
day to the undoing of James Stin- 
son, 22-year-old night watchman, 
who a week ago posed as a hero. 
What Chief Ward remembered 
about the loaf of bread, Stinson, 
in staking out his claim to hero- 
ism, forgot. 

Stinson called University City po- 
lice on the night of Wednesday, 
Oct. 26. Acting as night watch- 
man at the home of Albert L. 
Woas, building contractor, just 
inside the gates of University City, 
Stinson told the police that dyna- 
mite bombers had again been uc- 
tive at the Woas home put that 
he had saved the $40,900 ‘nansion 
by seizing a dynamite stick and 
cutting the fuse. He pres2 red tre 
knife; two pieces of fuse, one 
burned and one attached to astick 
of dynamite, as evidence. . 

Verifies Suspicion. 

Twice before the house wa-l been 
bombed, so the storv zeerard plauns- 
ible. But Chief Ward hid his 
doubts. He thought first it wovld 
be difficult for a man to throw 
a stick of dynamite 100 feet from 
an automobile truveling castwaril 
past the house; second, it would be 
difficult for a -person to heave the 
dynamite above a group of trees 
at the curb; and.-third, it would be 
even more difficult for the dyna- 
mite thrower:to- pitch his exploaive 
past a line of parked cars. 
Stinson had mentioned the parked 
cars in his story, and had said also 
that he recognized the car as a 
Packard. Chief Ward pondered all 
these things and checked Stinson’s 
purchases at hardware® stores to 
find out if the youth had bought 
the fuse. He was unsuccessful un- 
til he thought about the load of 
bread yesterday. 

Cut Ends Didn’t Match. 

Then he observed that the cut 
faces of the dynamite fuse did not 
fit together. One was cut diagonal- 
ly and the other straight across. 
The fuse end that matched the 
burned piece of fuse was attached 
to the dynamite cap. This meant 
that Stinson had cut his fuse first 
and then stuck an end—the diago- 
nal end, in the cap. It meant that 
Stinson was not a hero at all. 

Chief Ward called Stinson and 
showed him the ends of the two 
pieces of fuse. Stinson insisted on 
his bravery for a few minutes, but 
finally admitted he wasn’t a hero 
at all.

For the first time since 
Thursday night telephone service 
with the outside world was fre- 
established tonight. The single 
casuality was Myron Nelson, who 
walked out of a store in the down- 
in the torrent that flooded the 
street. 

The Winooski River after 34 
hours of continuous rain rose 8 
feet above its normal level. It 
reached the peak last midnight. 
On Thursday afternoon the dam 
at Worcester on the north branch 
of the river was carried away, add- 
ing millions of gallons to the fresh- 
et. The rise of the river, however, 
was so gradual that the residents 
of Montpellier were able to escape 
to higher levels. 

All rail communication, as well 
as telephone and telegraph services 
have been disrupted in Montpelier, 
but electric light and power were 
re-established tonight. Only one 
bakery and two or three small gro- 
ceries are open in the city. Food 
stocks are low and there was ur- 
gent need of medicines in ‘the im-" 
minent danger of a typhoid aut- 
break. None of the banks has 
opened since the flood. 

Lieutenant-Governor Drowned. 

That seven persons, includixs 
Lieut.-Gov. 8S. Hollister Jacgson, 
had lost their lives in Barre, Vt.., 
was reported in a radio message 
from the Barre Times to the Asso- 
ciated Press, which was picked up 
by an amateur in New Bedford. 
Mass.; later word was that 13 oth- 
ers were thought to be dead. The 
Lieutenant-Governor fell into a 
pool in Potash Brook when trying 
to reach his home yesterday. and 
was drowned.

death toll at Barre at 25. 

Altogether 61 are known to be 
dead in the Winooski River Val- 
ley between Montpelier and Bur- 
lington.

With this as his battle cry, Mayor 
John W. Smith has converted a 
tame, issueless mayoralty campaign 
into a stirring controversy over 
prohibition enforcement. Detrolt 
will make its decision at the muni- 


cipal election Tuesday. 

John C. Lodge, a grand uncle of 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, is oppos- 
ing Mayor Smith for re-election. 
Lodge has come to be known as 
the “‘silent candidate.” Violating 
all known rules of political strategy 
by refusing to make speeches or 
issue campaign . promises, Lodge 
led a seven-cornered field by more 
than 20,000 votes in the October 
primaries. 

Both Smith and Lodge are Re- 
publicans. 

Lodge’s overwhelming victory at 
the primaries where, as a drafted 
ca.ididate, he was nominated for 
Mayor with approximately 70,000 
votes, as against 40,000 for Smith, 
was believed to be a pronounce 
expression in favor of a dry Detroit 
as against “liberal and common 
sense enforcement of all laws,” as 
|advocated by Smith. 

' * Says Prohibition Is Unfair. 

In a  post-primary statement 
Mayor Smith said: ‘While it is 
true that less than one-third of the 
registered voters of the city ex- 
; ressed themselves in ‘Tuesday’s 
balloting, if this be the desire of 
the people of Detroit as expressed 
in the November election I shall 
cheerfully accept the verdict. My 
own belief is that the prohibition 
law is an unjust statute and the 
thought that it is wre:_ for the! 
man in the factory to have a glass 
'of beer in a.saloon and the right 
for the gentlemen in the Yondotega 
Club to have their daily cocktail 
and highball is repugnant to my 
sense of justice.’’ 

Lodge is a member of the Yondo- 
tega Club, an exclusive Fast Side 
organization whose members num- 
ber 114 select persons. 

With Lodge refraining fror. pub- 
lic comment and not a single major 
issue to command the attention of 
the vot@rs, veteran observers pre- 
dicted the regular election cam- 
paign would resemble a polite tea 
party. 

Smith Admits He Is “Wet.” 


One week after the primaries 
Mayor Smith threw a verbal bomb- 
person into the campaign, however, 
in an open Statement that he was], 
“‘wet” and also convinced that the 
prohibition law could not be en- 
forced in great cities like Detroit, 
Chicago or New York. 

“It is about time the people of 
the United States realized that any 
attempt to enforce the prohibition | 
laws in any large city will result in | 
the breeding of hypocrisy, corrup- | 
tion of the agencies that attempt to | 
enforce it and the employment of | 
the meanest of tactics. The whole 
thing is a tragic joke,” he declared. 

The startling statement drew 
from leaders in ail walks of life 
comments both adverse and fav- 
orable. Many Dectroiters agreed in 
the main with the Mayor’s state- 
ment, while others were perplexed 
as to how he reconciled his oath 
of office with his attitude. 

Mayor Explains His Views. 

In an interview today Mayor 
Smith explained his views as a cit- 
izen and as an Official of the city 
toward the liquor situation. 

“When I said ‘I am ~et’ I was 
speaking of myself as an individ- 
ual,” he began, 

“I wanted to reveal myself just 
as I am to the public. I wanted 
it to know what I thought of the 
prohibition law and its’ enforce. 
ment, 

“The ballots of Detroit citizens 
for several years past have re- 
| vealed they are not in favor of pro- | 
hibition. They were not in favor 
of it before I became Mayor and 
they are not in favor of it now. | 

“As a public official I have tried 
to enforce in a reasonable and san 
way the prohibition law. It was /| 
On the statute books and for that | 
reason I supported it. But I have 
not insisted on wild measures of 
enforcement, 

Enforcement Impossible, 

“There is no police department 
in the world that can enforce the 
vrohibition law in a sane way, if 
the people do not want that !aw 
The people of Detroit do not want 
the law; they do not want it en- 
forced, and I am not going to shake 
the equilibrium of the city in an 
endeavor to enforce it for the ap. 
peasement of certain dry. fanatics 

“As Mayor I am sworn to en. 
force to the !est of my ability the 
constitution and laws of the stat: 
and Nation. Under many or under 
any human official who has lives 
since the days of Adam that can- | 
not mean 100 per cent enforce- 
ment. 

“T have always said that the first 
duty of police officers is to pro- 
tect life and property. After that 
comes the duty to pro*eed in or- 
derly fashion to enforce all the 
laws on the statute books. And 
from that I do not exclude pro- 
hibition.

GEBERT AND LEARY LEAD 
ATTACK ON BILLIKEN LINE 
IN LONG SCORING DRIVES 


Local Team Outclassed After Pointless First Period— 
Lintzenich Stars for St. Louis Eleven—First Decisive 
Setback of Season for Bob Mathews’ Men.

Marquette’s “Golden Avalanche” was a piledriver that battered 
St. Louis University into submission yesterday at Sportsman’s Park 
before 7000 fans. The score was 26 to 0.

The story of the game as flying 
feet wrote it into the charts was 
that of “‘Swede” Gebert and Joe 
Leary, What doesn't show on the 
charts is the work of the Marquette 
line, averging 12 pounds heavier 
than the Billikens, which crushed 
the St. Louis defense out of the 
way and blazed the trail for the 
man who lugged the ball. In the 
last period, when the St. Louis 
linemen were weary from the sock- 
ing, the gaps opened’by the visitors 
seemed almost big enough for the 
Marquette band to march through. 

Gebert, Then Leary. 

Marquette wasn’t a passing team, 
yesterday. It was just ®& crusher 
and a batterer. Gebert would 
flash through a hole for 15 yards, 
or perhaps he would be stopped 
at eight, and then Leary, crouch- 
ing low and hugging the ball with 
both arms, would plunge across to 
complete the first down. There 
seemed to be no way of stopping 
either one, 

It is to the credit of the Billiken 
secondary defense that neither 
Marquette back got away for a 
long run. In fact, there wasn’t 
what could be termed a long run 
throughout, although the game was 
a good one to watch. 

82 Yards on Line Smashes. 

The first quarter, in which the 
St. Louis team had the edge over 
the vi: .ors, proved misleading as 
a criter‘on about midway in the 
second quarter. Here the Mar- 
quette team, apparently at a dis- 
advantage and in possession of @he 
ball on its own 18-yard line, sud- 
denly found itself and, with Leary 
and Gebert as spearheads, exhibit- 
ed its tremendous power by driv- 
ing 82 yards for its first touch- 
down. All this gain was through 
the line, not a pass being wn. 

The Billikens set about dover. 
come this lead in the third*period 
by taking to the air, but passes in- 
tercepted in their own territory 
gave Marquette its second and 
third touchdowns. After Daubner 
had leaped into the air and caught 
a 15-yard heave from Jordan and 
another pass had been grounded. 
Leary interce ted one and carried 
it to the Billiken 38-yard line. One 
of Marquette’s few passes, Corbett 
to Crowley, was gogd for 18 yards 
and Leary plunged the rest of the 
way to the goal. 

Another Pass Intercepted. 

The same thing followed the next 
kickoff. Lintzenich caught one 
from Jordan, another fell to the 
ground and O'Neill intercepted the 
third just inside St. Louis terri- 
tory at midfield. In the face of a 
15-yard penalty, Marquette drove 
to its third score, Gebert carrying 
the ball almost all the way.

There were flashes of brilliance 
to the Washington play. If there'| 
had been a shrewd general to di- 
rect the attack and if there had 
been two experienced and hard- 
tackling ends in green jerseys there 
might have been a different story 
to tell. But the double criss-cross, 
a quarter-to-halfback-to-halfback 
Play smoothly executed without a 
fumble, fooled the Washington 
wings and enabled the Sooners to 
carry the ball deep into Washing- 
ton territory in the first and third 
quarters, in which the four Okla- 
homa touchdowns were scored. 

In the second and third quarters 
the Bears outplayed the Sooners 
and in the third period Comstock 
covered a Sooner fumble -on the 
enemy’s 13-yard line and two line 
bucks and a wild forward pass, 
Bickel to McCarroll, netted the 
only Washington score. There were 
other opportunities for the Bears, 
but the attack was not well direct- 
ed. Bickel made mistakes and s0 
did the other men assigned to the 
task of calling the signals. 


Whittier Plays Fine Game. 

McCarroll, Scheib and Whittler 
did their share, but their efforts 
were not enough. Whittler, sulk- 
ing with the third string since 
Tuesday afternoon when he was 
chased to the showers for making 
a childish play, appeared to have 
foud himself. He was a devil on 
the attack and on the defense. He 
nailed his man time and again to 
stop Sooner attacks, and when the 
Bears had the ball he sent his op- 
ponent sprawling. But some of the 
other Bears did not do their parts 
in the team job of making a hole 
for the ball carrier and the hard- 
riding Oklahoma linesmen, broke 
through and forced the Bears to 
punt and punt and punt. 

Scheib played his usual perfect 
game at center. His passing was 
wonderful. He is one of the best 
passers Washington has had in 
years and he stood out as a star. 
McCarroll also played like a cap- 
tain should play, except that he. 
too, was deceived by the baffling 
criss-cross plays and was pulled 
out of position time and again, 
lured to the inside of the line only 
to have the criss-cross send the ball 
carrier sweeping around his wing 
for substantial gains. But he made 
tackle after tackle to bring down 
a Sooner back behind the line of 
acrimmage. 

Ray Lecrone, “freight train” they 
call him, was not to be stopped 
consistently, however. He dashed 
off tackle or plunged through the 
line with the reckless abandon that 
makes a great football player.

‘Fight for Maine Hydro-Electric — 


Insull Interests Beaten at Every Turn 


By. Defeating Effort to Repeal 
Primary Law, Citizens Keep 
Control of Natural Resources 
in Their. Own Hands, 
Thwarting Efforts to Make 
Possible Sale of Electricity 
Outside of State.

PORTLAND, Me., Nov. 5. 

Y defeating at a popular referendum 
R the move to repeal the direct primary 

law, Maine preserved, for a few years 
at least, the sole right to use all the hydro- 
electric power generated within the State. 
Had the primary law been rejected instead 
of retained, by a 2:to 1 vote, the industrial 
future of Maine would have been in the 
hands of Samuel Insull of Chicago and his 
New England power group. 

Credit for the retention of the primary 
law must go to Gov, Ralph O. Brewster, for- 
mer Goy. Percival P. Baxter and the Portland 
Evening News, a liberal newspaper started 
just two weeks before the referendum elec- 
tion. 

On the surface, the referendum election 
was a political fight between Gov. Brewster, 
who is somewhat of a progressive, and the 
Republican old guard, that wants to go back 
to the convention system of selecting candi- 
dates. Underneath, however, there was a 
continuation of a hydro-electric power fight 
which began in 1909 when Baxter, then a 
member of the State Legislature, put through 
the so-called Fernald law. prohibitthge cor- 
porations from exporting hydro-electric power 
from the State. 


Power Group Close 


to Insull Interests. 

The leaders of the power group, known 
now in Maine as the Insull interests, were 
Walter S. Wyman, president of the Central 
Maine Power Co., an Insull subsidiary; Guy 
Gannett, owner of four influential Maine 
newspapers, a director of the Fidelity Trust 
Co., of which Wyman is president, and a 
former stockholder in the Central Maine 
Power Co.; Mrs. Guy Gannett, Republican 
National Committeewoman for Maine, vice 
president of the Antiprimary Committee; 
former Gov. William T. Cobb, president of 
the Antiprimary Committee, now associated 
with the Rumford Falls Power Co., and in 
1917 leader of 16 associated industries which 
Dunbar of Machias, vice chairman of the re- 
peal committee and a paid registered lobbyist 
for the Central Maine Power Co., and Leon- 
ard A. Pierce of Portland, attorney for the 
power company and a member of the execu- 
tive committee of the repeal group. 

When the charge was made that the Insull 
interests were concerned about the referen- 
dum, Ernest Gruening, editor of the News, 
telegraphed Samuel Insull for a statement. 
Insull made the following reply: 

“Your telegram asking whether I favor 
repeal of primary in coming Maine election 
on Oct. 18 received. I know nothing about 
the primary law of Maine or its repeal and 
have no interest directly or indirectly in the 
matter.” 

. Both Gov. Brewster and his predecessor, 
former Gov. Baxter, were inclined to accept 
the statement as sincere. They pointed out, 
however, that Samuel Insull had not to their

Power Brings Maine 


to Fore in Industry. 

With the recent development of hydro- 
electric power, Maine has loomed large as an 
industrial State. Already the State leads in 
par capita consumption of electrical energy, 
with .66 horsepower per person. The de- 
veloped resources generate more than 5600,- 
000 horsepower, and it is estimated another 
500,000 horsepower still is waiting to be 
tapped. 

Now almost all the profitable power sites 
have been gobbled up by private interests. 
The problem has been low power shall be 
supervised so the natural resources of the 
State shall not be exploited for the benefit 
of a few. As a member of the State Legis- 
lature, Baxter saw the trend of modern in- 
dustry and the increasing use of hydro-elec- 
tric power. He decided to safeguard Maine 
industries by prohibiting the transmission of 
Maine hydro-electric power outside the State. 

In 1909 Baxter succeeded in having the 
Legislature enact his bill to the effect that 
no corporation should be permitted to ship 
power over the State borders. Bert M. Fer- 
nald, later United States Senator, was Gov- 
ernor at the time. The Baxter bill became 
known as-.the Fernald law. Since 1909 this 
measure has been the stone wall which has 
turned back the power interests wishing to 
sell Maine power to the neighboring States.

History and logic do not bear out these 
denials, according to the leaders for the pri- 
mary, who contend the Insull interests had 
millions at stake in the referendum. These 
same leaders admitted, however, that there 
was no positive proof that the power group 
directly managed the election for repeal of 
the law. 

“If the primary law had been rejected; 
Maine would be governed by a group of men 
you could put within the boundaries of this 
earpet,” former Gov. Baxter declared. 
“Those men would represent the Insull power 
companies, the Fidélity Trust Co. of Port- 
land and the Gannett newspapers. They 
would see to it that the Fernald law was 
repealed, that power generated in Maine 
would be sold in New Hampshire and Massa- 
chusetts to the injury of Maine industries. 

“Had the old guard been successful in de- 


feating the primary, I haven’t the slightest 


doubt that the next objective would have 
been a repeal of the referendum law, the only 
instrument the voters have had to check the 
maneuvers of those who are out to get what- 
éver they can lay their hands on. 

‘Po understand the political and industrial 


power. William T. Cobb, president of the 
late Antiprimary Committee, formed a group 
of 16 large industries, representing $159,- 
000,000, with the avowed purpose of repeal- 
ing the Fernald law. The- Central Maine 
Power Co., as yet unabsorbed by the Insull 
interests, was a leader in the fight.

Baxter won and the power question 
was quiescent for a number of years.

This was followed 
by the following resume of the referendum 
situation: 

It really looks as though the matter 
of the repeal of our primary law would 
go to the peuple for settlement. Peti- 
tions aggregating about 14,000 signa- 
tures were seasonably filed with the 
Secretary of State and are now being in- 
vestigated by the Committee on Judi- 
clary. 

I have seen some of the petitions, 
have talked with the man responsible for 
their circulation and filing, and he tells 
me that this time he is absolutely sure 
his petitions are correct. The man who 
has been responsible for their circula- 
tion is J. Fred O’Connell of Bangor. 

Two years ago petitions were filed, 
but evidently many of the people who 
circulated them for Mr. O'Connell dou- 
ble-crossed him and sent in petitions 
which were not genuine. The result was 
that Mr. O'Connell spent quite a bit of 
money for which he got no return and 
was suspected (unjustly, I believe) of 
personally trying to “put something 
over” on the people, a . 


Asks for Financial 


Aid Toward Petitions. 

This time he seems to have been not 
only persistent but careful and the gen- 
eral impression is that he has an ample 
margin of names so that the matter in 
some form will go to the people, for their 
decision. 

Incidentally, Mr. O’Connell has spent 
a lot of his time, quite a bit of his 
money and stands to lose unless he gets 
some financial help. He is about $400 
in the hole at the present moment and 
would appreciate any small contribution 
toward his actual expenses which anyone 
sees fit to make.

The repeal of the Fernald law, to which 
Cleaves referred in the first part of his letter, 
was concerning the hottest fight the Maine 
Legislature has seen for years. 

The Insull interests epenly had come into 
the Maine hydro-electric field in July, 1926, 
by announcing the purchase of the Central 
Power Co., heretofore controlled by Walter 
S. Wyman, Guy Gannett and a small group 
of Maine capitalists. This power company 
in itself represented the consolidation of 30 
or 40 small companies. The Insull group, 
represented by Martin Insull, paid $140 a 
share for the common stock, which a short 
time before had been quoted on the stock 
market at 40 and 45 and had been valued 
for income tax purposes at $25 a share. 

It also was known that Insull was inter- 
ested in the Twin State Gas & Electric Co., 
which supplied power to cities bordering on 
Maine and New Hampshire. He had acquired 
control of this smaller company by purchase 
into the National Light, Heat & Power Co., 
a holding organization of New York.

flying} Commander Richard E. 
Byrd is pre-eminent. In the first 
place he is a sailor of the sea as 
well as of the air. He is a saci- 
entifically minded, serious stu- 
dent of aviation and is the in- 
ventor of several navigating de- 
vices. Finally, he has flown to 
the North Pole, flown from the 
United States to the coast of 
France, and will probably be the 
first man to fly to the South 
Pole. 

“This year’s trans-oceanic 
flights, the spectacular successes 
and the tragic, failures have 
proved many things,’”’ Commander 
Byrd said. “The successes dem- 
onstrated the reliability of mod- 
ern airplane motors, the neces- 
sity of constant radio communica- 
tion and the value of long prepa- 
ration. 


Reasons for Failures. 


“The failures have proved that 
the science of aerial navigation 
must be developed and simplified 
to a point where it can be util- 
ized, after a little atudy, by any 
aviator. They proved further- 
more, that instruments must be 
invented which will permit flying, 
entirely by instruments, in any 
sort of weather. I am convinced 
in my own mind that some of the 
trans-oceanic flyers went down in 
a tailspin in a fog because they 
could not fly by instruments, and 
I am just as sure that some of the 
Hawallan flyers missed their ob- 
jective and flew beyond the 
islands because they could not 
navigate. 

“The instruments most needed 
now are a_ wind-drift indicator 
which will function in fog and at 
night when land, sea or celestial 
observations are impossible, and 
fa more reliable edrth inductor 
compass. The inductor compass is 
the coming instrument and is 
based on the correct principle. It 
must be made, however, to func- 
tion perfectly at all times.” 

“Can navigation be simplified 
so that one who is not a seaman 
can ‘get practical results?” was 
asked. 

“Il am working on that now,” 
he replied. ‘I think that J will 
be able to offer some understand- 
able short cuts which, with a lit- 
tle study, will enable a novice to 
use the correct methods. In my 
own flights I was able to use 
these cuts.” 


What a Flyer Must Know. 

“Before air travel is safe,” 
Byrd continued, “the flyers must 
learn to navigate ahd know where 
they are every minute of the 
time. On the North Pole flight, I 
made observations every three 
minutes. On the trans-Atlantic 
flight, conditions were not so fa- 
yorable for there were hours 
when we could not see the sky, 
ocean or land. Observations 
were impossible. At that time our 
radio saved us. We were able to 
plot our position from advices 
sent to us from ships. As traps 
oceanic flying continues, this serv- 
ice from ships will be extended, 
and, with the proper navigation, 
flyers will be as sure of their po 
sition as ‘allors at sea. 

“T understand that a_i radio 
sending apparatus has been in- 
stalled at Le Bourget Field as a 


result of the American flights.

“The North Pole flight was 
made’ after long study of condi- 
tions and a thorough investigation 
for the right kind of eq 
It demonstrated the practicabil- 
ity of the three-motor plane for 
long distance flights and it 
proved the worth of the. air- 
cooled motor. It proved that ac- 
curate navigation would take a 
plane to a remote objective, one 
not even on the map, and that no 
place in the world was inacces- 
sible. To the world, it showed our 
confidence in the airplane. 

“Then — were some incl- 
dental discéveries, resulting from 
local conditions. We found that 
we could take off from the snow.~ 
That was a terrific job, but we 
were able to doit. Wealso found 
that—barring fog—we could fly 
in any sort of weather. 

“The trans-Atlantic hop was & 
different proposition. We were 
ont for scientific data. Again we 
chose the three-motor plane. We 
found that by increasing the wing 
area we could take up 4000 
pounds more, even though our ob- 
jective was much farther away. 
It may be-«that the wing area 
cannot be increased much more 
than we had on the America, but 
that is a point to be studied, 

“The North Pole flight was 
made by two persons, Floyd Bén- 
nett and myself. The trans- 
Atlantic flight called for a erew 
of four—myself, Acosta, Noville 
and Balchen. Besides this we 
had a pay load of 700 to 800 
pounds made up of mail, gifts and 
the like. 

Flying Fields Inadequate. 

“Our difficulties on this side 
proved the inadequacy of Ameri- 
can flying fields. They must be 
improved if lives are not to be 
needlessly endangered. We proved 
that a heavy,three-motor plane 
could take off heavily loaded. Up 
to that time, the attempts had re- 
sulted in 100 per cent failures. 
There were the Noel Davis trag- 
edy and the Rene Fonck attempt, 
and we had our own smash-up at 
Teterboro. But we finally made 
the take-off with a full load. 

“We believed then and I be- 
lieve now that the America is the 
type of the future airplane. With 
our equipment, we could have 
flown to any point in the eivil- 
ized world. We were able to fly 
through rain and fog and stilt 


‘keep to our course, except when 


we reached France. There our 
inductor compass stuck and we 
circled over the country. I am 
sure that we covered at least 4200 
miles on that trip.

pletion of the Missouri highway eystem, 
suggesting in its stead an increase of taxes. 
Mr. Gary's position, of course, is entitied 
to respect. considering his former asso- 
ciation with the Missouri road program: 
however, it must not be overlooked that 
within the last year he has advocated nu- 
merous different policies as to the road 
program somewhat contradictory in terms 
end in proposais. Even the record of Mr. 
Gary as to road achievement cannot ob- 
scure the vagaries of these various atti- 
tudes of his. 

For instance, he has proposed, seriatim, 
the following: : 

1—The pay-as-you-go method as am- 
ply sufficient without increase in reve- 
nue. 

2—A bond issue of sixty million dollars. 

3—A bond issue of thirty million dol- 
lars. 

4—No bonds at all. 

5—The doubling of the gas tax so that 
it would reach the figure of four cents 
per gallon. 

For a distinguished Missouri “good roads 
advocate.” these varied and variegated pro- 
posals of Mr. Gary possess such remarkable 
elements that he can hardly expect them to 
be received with anything except some meas- 
ure of misgiving, asto whether, in par- 
ticular, he has in mind the actual promo- 
tion of the road program, or its retarding. 
And this, with all due regard to Mr. Gary’s 
past connection with the highway system, 
which now is unfolding itself, and which 
bids fair té become the pride of this State. 
It is quite possible even for a public servant 
of such high degree as Mr. Gary to forfeit 
the laurels won in other da¥s by the mere 
act of obstructing when the consummation 
of his own ideal—namely. a perfect road 
system in Missouri—is within reach, and 
within reasonable reach only by the con- 
tinuous use of the credit of the State, upon 
a sensible and businessiike basis, with full 
like'thood of proper amortization, without 
increasing taxes or overburdening the peo- 
ple of the State.

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A JEFFERSON DAVIS MEMORIAL. 
From the Salem News. 
A N event occurred last week in Vicksburg, 
Miss., which a quarter of a century ago 
would have aroused wrath over much of 
our country, but no explosions are looked 
for at this time. This event was the unveil- 


ing of a memorial to Jefferson Davis, pres- 
ident of the Confederate States of America, 
upon a military reservation of the United 
tates. The statue was accepted by a 
Major-General of the United States, repre- 
senting the Secretary of War. 

Back 25 years ago many of us would 
have argued that President Davis was guilty 
of treason to his country. It would Rave 
been said that for a nation to pay any hon- 
ors to men who had acted as traitors to 
their country was to hold up treason aa a 
laudable thing. and that it indicated a cer- 
tain weak desire to conciliate former rebel- 
lious states, if such memorials were tolér- 
ated and encouraged. f 

There was this difference between the re- 
bellion of Davis and that of the type of men 
ordinarily called traitors. The real traitor 
is a man who throws off the authority of 
his country to gain some personal advan- 
tage for himself. Davis and his associates 
could not be said to have done that. They 
were perfectly conscientious. They believed 
that the several states entered our Govern- 
ment as sovereigns ard they had a right to 
withdraw from it et any time, that the Con- 
stitution conferred no right on the Federal 
Government to coerce a State. 

Some will no doubt say that while they 
would not interfere to prevent any State 
from erecting such a memorial, yet that the 
Federal Government should not pay any 
honors to such a man and that no such 
statue should have been permitted on a 
United States reservation. But it does not 
pay in this world to insist too closely an al! 
fine points of propriety. The United States 
is big and powerful enough to recognize the 
sacrifice and devotion of the men who took 
this contrary view 65 years ago. No trea- 
sonable movement will ever be encouraged 
by such statues, and a generous attitude 
toward thes¢ memories will help bridge 
over what little i iett of the old chasm.

“UNCLE JOB” NEWTON. 


(INGLE JOB NEWTON 
101, DIES AFTER TOUR 


Early St. Louisan First Forty- 
Niner on Wagon Train Into 
Salt Lake City, 


“Uncle Job” Newton, St. Louls 
pioneer and first of the Forty-nin- 
ers to enter Salt Lake City, Utah, 
by wagon trail, died at his home 


in Springfield, Mo., Friday night, 


just three weeks after he had mo- 


tored 500 miles on a final visit 
here to the city of hig youth. He 
was 101 years old last July 28. 

“Uncle Job” was the founder of 
the Eastern Star order in the 
State, so when the Missouri Grand 
Chapter held a meeting at Masonic 
Temple recently he set out with 
friends to make the journey of 
250 miles and back. He attended 
the sessions in a wheel chair, liv- 
ing at a nearby hotel. At the de- 
velopment of the Grand-Lindell 
neighborhood he marveled much, 
for when he lived here he knew 
that region as a wilderness. He 
left St. Louis, moving to Spring- 
field, in 1869. 

Came to City in 1838. 

When “Uncle Job” came to 8t. 
Louis in 1838 it was little more 
than an Indian trading post. Born 
at Georgetown, Md., he journeyed 
westward at the age of 12 with 
his mother and two brothers. They 
traveled by steamboat and wagon 
train and established the family 
home here on Vine street between 
Third and Fourth streets. 

Young Newton went to school 
here awhile! and then, as a youth, 
entered the grain and freighting 
business which took him as one of 


the earliest prairie schooner driv-| 


ers into the Far West. When the 
gold rush to California began in 
1849 he set out for the Pacific 
Coast as commander of two wagon 
trains and gained the distinction 
of being the first of the gold rush- 
ers to conduct a train into Salt 
Lake City. Freighting appealed to 
him more than gold seeking, so he 
continued in the business until 
1854 when he set up as a buyer of 
wool, produce and fur in St. Louis, 
later founding one of the first 
wholesale fur houses. 
Removed to the Ozarks. 

It was expansion of his business 
following the Civil War that led 
Newton into the Ozarks, He hoped 
to establish a woolen mill at 
Springfield and visited the place 
with that intention. He found 
conditions unfavorable for such a 
project, but liked the community 
so much that he opened a grain 
and feed business so he could live 
there. He remained at the head

Behind the Screens 


HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 6. 

OTION picture extras out here 
Me the cinema city are divided 

into three classes—the extra 
special, the special and the “float- 
ers."” Those in the first class are 
the ones that occupy the coveted 
space on the casting director’s roll. 
They are chosen because of spe- 
cial ability or a particular kind of 
beauty or ugliness, as the case may 
be. 


The second class make up the 
bulk of the atmosphere, there be- 
ing 11,000 of these, 6000 men and 
5000 women, registered at the Cen- 
tral Casting Bureau. In the last 
21 months 502,915 extras were 
placed by the bureau and they 
earned $4,181,610.45. The average 
daily wage was $8.32 and the aver- 
age daily placement was 780. 

There are no statistics on the 
“floaters,”” but they are the pic- 
turesque class. Every morning 
they gather in little groups in front 
of the various studios here and 
hope against hope that they will 
get a job. They seem to know by 
instinct what types the casting di- 
rector may want. Recently at the 
F, B. O. Studios, where war deco- 
ration scenes were being made for 
“Legionnaires in Paris,” the outer 
office of the casting department at 
the studios was filled with men. 
They all talked in a loud voice 
about their war records, perhaps 
hoping the casting director would 
hear them and say:

HE statement, so often made, 
T that the public hus deserted tho 

legitimate theater, should, in 
my opinion, be reversed. I believe 
that it more truly might be said 
that the legitimate theater has de- 
serted the public. It has presented 
plays that the intelligent public 
does not care to see and has de- 
nanded prices that the larger and 
better public cannot afford to pay 
In establishing the Civic Repertory 
Theater in New York my one aim 
was, and is, to provide ‘Intelligent 
drama to intelligent audiences at 
as low a scale of prices as may be 
charged “without financial loss. The 
enterprise in New York has been 
successful far beyond my expecta- 
tions and hopes. Because of that 
success, and in the belief that 
other cities will respond as gener- 
ously as has New York to the plan 
that the Civic Repertory Theater 
is promulgating, we are sending on 
tour this season a company, head- 
ed by Miss Mary Shaw, in “The 
Cradle Song,” which was the most 


successful of our several produc- 
tions last year. 


Most thrilling of my experiences 
in the first season of the Civic Rep- 
ertory Theater was the nature of 
the letters I received from patrons. 
“T have become what I did not ex- 
pect ever again to pe, a playgoer,” 
is a typical expression in these let- 
ters, “You have brought the thea- 
ter back to us who had abandoned 
it, or that had abandoned us.”

Other important ‘‘find’’ by the Harv- 
ard University—Museum of Fine Arts 
Expedition. This is the tomb of 
Queen Meresankh III., granddaughter 
of Cheops, builder of the Great 
Pyramid. It is one of the most im- 
portant archaeological discoveries 
made in Egypt for some time and out- 
ranks in importance, along with the 
discovery of the secret tomb of Hetep- 
Heres I, the finding of the tomb of 
King ‘‘Tut,’’ whose place in history 
was relatively insignificant, though his 
tomb and its contents were the most 
gorgeous and spectacular ever found 
in Egypt 

For, through Dr. Reisner’s discov- 
ery of this tomb and the one just 
previously found, a big gap has been 
closed up in the history of Egypt, of 
a period of which previously but little 
has been: known-——that of the Fourth 
Dynasty, or Pyramid Age. The Harv- 
ard University—Museum of Fine Arts 
party has been working for some years 


in the region near Giza the area of 


the Great Pyramid, the pyramid of 


Cephren and that of Mycerinus-——which 
is a vast city of tombs with streets be 
tween, deeply buried under the desert 
sand——-a veritable city of the dead 
They have uncovered a great system 
of streets and broad avenues between 
the mastabas and funerary temples 
under this sand, windblown for thou 
sands of vears 

Through the itnacriptions in this 
tomb of Meresankh III, and that of 
Hetep-Herea I previously discovered 
and since thoroughly explored = and 
studied. and through comparisons 
with inscriptions in other tombs of 
the area previously opened, Dr. Reis 
ner has been able to build up the 
chronology of the Fourth Dynasty and 
has also unearthed some curious facts 
about the various members of this 
great royal family, that of Sneferuw, 
founder of the line, and of Cheops, 
his son and the first great Pharaoh 
of Erxypt 

Hetep-Heres I was the daughter of 
liuni, last King of the Third Dynasty 
and the Queen of Sneferuw. She

Sneferuw were the parents of Cheops, 
builder of the first, or Great Pyramid, 
at Giza. She was buried in an un- 
identified tomb at Dashur and re- 
buried later by Cheops in the secret 
tomb at Giza. 


Cheops had four Queens and many 

children. One of the latter, Cephren, 
built the second pyramid. One of his 
daughters, Hetep-Heres II, married 
her brother, Prince Ka-wa-ab, and 
after his death she mar- 
ried Radedef, and _. be- 
came Queen. Following 
his death she mar- 
ried Ankh-ha-ef, one of 
the greatest nobles of that 
dynasty. Her daughter, 
Meresankh III, married, 
according to Dr. Reisner, 
Mycerinus, her cousin, who 
built the third pyramid. 
And the tomb that Dr. 
Reisner describes in great 
detail is of this Queen. The 
rest of the chronology 
does not particularly con- 
cern this story. 

The Reisner party found 
that Queen Hetep-Heres II, 
daughter of Cheops and 
mother of Meresankh, was 
either blonde or red-head- 
ed, the first of either type 
to be recorded among the 
black-haired people of the Pyramid 
Age—-Egypt’s first red-headed Queen. 
Her life story is still a mystery, but 
the explicit statements in the inscrip- 
tions of the Meresankh “tomb show 
that she was not a foreigner, but na- 
tive born, though she may have had 
foreign blood from her mother, whose 
history is not known, or from some

A very unusual, if not unique, fea

The chief funerary 
priest for the burial of 
Meresankh was Khem- 
ten, who was also the 
family steward. The 
two positions were ap- 
parently hereditary, or 
at least descended 
through several genera- 
tions, for in the painted 
picture decorations of 
the tomb (the later ad- 
ditions) Khemten ,is 
represented as having 
been succeeded by 
Khemten-the - Younger, 
and in a group of four 
figures are seen the 
children of Khemten- 
the-Younger, heirs of 
the chief funerary priest.- 

Further light is 
thrown on the members 
of this dynasty by the 
rellefs cut in the rock, 
which were worked in a 
coating of plaster and 
vividly painted, while 
the greater part of the 
inscriptions were incised 

and painted in equally bright colors.

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of the dynasty while the branch line, 
descended from Sneferuw by another 
Queen, have much less distinctive 
tombs. Moreover, the inscriptions on 
these latter trace their descent from 
Sneferuw and not from Cheops, their 
later ancestor. Manifestly there was 
a split in the family—perhaps some 
quarrel over the succession or an in- 
trigue in the harem, engineered by 
the ald Queen, Hetep-Heres I. 

Dr. Reisner’s deduction — that the 
Queen Hetep-Heres II, mother of 
Meresankh III, was either blonde or 
red-haired is made from painted fig- 
ures on the walls of the Meresankh 
tomb. In one scene she _ stands in 
front of Meresankh, who in turn is 
followed by the latter's eldest son and 
other children... Meresankh is repre- 
sented with short. black hair and 
wearing a leopard skin over her white 
dress. Hetep-Heres, her mother, wears 
a white dress with very peculiar high 
pointed shoulders rising level to her 
ears, and her short hair is painted a 
bright yellow with fine red horizontal 
lines. 


N ONE inner room, the walls were 

never finished, and several stages 

are preserved of the technical pro- 
cess of preparing reliefs. On one part, 
the rock-cut wall has been smoothed 
and covered with a thin coating of 
pinkish plaster. On this surface the de- 
sign for the scene was drawn in fine 
lines. On another wall the process 
was carried a stage further, the back- 
ground around the black design hav- 
ing been cut away by chiseling both 
the plaster and the rock, and  in- 
scriptions incised. The next step was 
the white plaster modeling of the 
details, as seen in an unpainted re- 
lief on another wall; and finally on 
the white plaster the design was re- 
drawn in red lines and colored, as in 
the main room.

The 
anger of Cheops can be imagined 
and severe penalties were probably 
meted out to everyone under su” 
picion of guilt or negligence, Re 
solved that the burial of his moth 
er should be beyond reaeh of further 
desecration, he ordered her body, with 
the alabaster sarcophagus and all that 
remained of the equipment, be 
transferred to a secret grave within 
the precincts of his own royal ceme 
tery at Giza. The grave-robbers seem 
in every case to have started work 
soon after burial, to have worked 
hastily and have been in deadly fea 
of discovery. They swiftly stripped 
the visible golden jewelry from the 
body after the coffin was opened, 
picked up what they could find quick 
ly and departed. In such franti¢ 
haste’ did they work that they often 
overlooked valuable objects and did 
not try to carry away the heavy gold 
overlaid canopy and similar bulky 
objects.

HERE is at least 
one person in: Bos- 
ton who its an ideal- 
ist, completely and 
without any reser- 
vations. Unlike 
most idealists, he 
did something 
about his ideal and 
with results that 
were felt around the world. 

His name is William Aloysius Ryan 
and he happens tu be a window wash- 
er. The trade of window washing be. 
comes, after a few years, a more or 
less mechanical one. It allows no end 
of reflection. A year or two ago Ryan 
conceived an idea as far-reaching in 
its scope as Sir Thomas More's 
“Utopia’’ or one of H. G. Wells’ imag- 
inary worlds. 

Ryan's idéa was no less than a world 
league of cities to outlaw war. And 
to Ryan the outlawing of war was not 
an empty phrase, convenient at elec- 
tion time and at important banquets. 
It was a very real and actual thing to 
him. All alone, in the time he could 
spare, he set out to bring about his 
world league of cities, the first tangi- 
ble evidence of which was to be a mass 
demonstration at Boston's tercente- 
nary celebration in 1930. 

Working nights in his home in

Wesley 
told his side of the case to his congre- 
gation—the dwindling few who re- 
mained. But no one believed the 
charges against Sophy, most of which 
dealt with minor religious offenses. 

Finally Wesley realized that he must 
return to England. He was weary of 
the whole affair. Williamson made 
an effort to compel him legally 
to stay in Georgia to face a second 
trial, but he smiled disdainfully, ig- 
nored the bailiffs who had been sent 
to hold him, and eventually took ship 
for England, there to work with an 
indomitable and tireless seal, a fierce 
and relentiess spirit, to found a church 
that was to perpetuate his name. Noth- 
ing remains of the memory of Bopby

T HAD been rain- 
ing for three 
days. It was rain, 
as much as any- 
thing, that caused 
the Cowans to de- 
cide on an Atlan- 
tic City holiday.

A- friendship 
Which was:to endure until deatn 
sprang up between the two men 
Doctor Chapman, 10 years Fuer- 
tes’ senior, besides being a distin- 
guished scientist, was a man of 
culture, and hence able to appre- 
clate Fuertes’ great talent as an 
artist, in, addition to his solid 
knowledge as an ornithologist. On 
the other hand, Fuertes came to 
attach great respect and value to 
the older man’s opinions. He came 
to regard Doctor Chapman mucii 
as a yOung man regards a much- 
admired older brother. In the 20 
years that followed their . first 
friendship, Fuertes, despite his 
recognized position as a scientist 
and artist, never failed to turn to 
Doctor Chapman for judgment, 
and in all those years every sketch 
or painting which Fuertes made 
was invariably submitted to Doc- 
tor Chapman for approval before 
the public could look upon it 
Theirs was a deep and rare friend- 
ship, and there is no little amount 
of irony in the fact that it was an 
indirect contribution to Fuertes 
death, for it was while returning 
from a visit to Doctor Chapman's 
summer home in the Catskills, 
where Fuertes and his wife had 
gone to show him the painter's 
most recent work, that the fatal 
accident occurred 

Until two vears ago Fuertes had 
received all the honors and re 


seum at Albany and on the walls 
of the New York Zoological So- 
ciety Nor were scientific socie- 
ties: alone interested in his deco- 
rations. He painted the murals 
for the Flamingo Hotel at Miami 
and did 25 paintings of water fowl 
and shore birds to adorn the man 
sion of F. F. Brewster of New 
Haven. And in.1922 he had been 
appointed lecturer on ornithology 
at Cornell University, where his 
studio became a Mecca for scien- 
tists, artists, students, professors, 
alumni and worshipful Boy Scouts, 
all of whom found him a friendly 
and interesting host. 

During all this time, however, 
there remained one ambition 
which Fuertes had not been able 
to realize. He had _ illustrated 
many books and had lectured ex- 
tensively on birds, but he had 
never vet written a book and ifl- 
lustrated it, too. And finally, two 
years ago, the opportunity to re- 
alize this ambition came to him. 
He was commissioned by various 
scientific societies, including the 
‘“ield Museum of Chicago. to visit 
Africa and there secure the pic- 
tures and the text for a volume on 
the birds of Abyssinia. And Fue” 
tes gladly embraced the oppor- 
tunity. 

After due preparation, the ex- 
pedition reached Africa and Fuer 
tes set out for the interior. He 
penetrated some 1500 miles into 
the Dark Continent, passing with 
great difficulty and danger over 
mountains and through jungles 
until he reached his objective—a 
remote settlement far from the 
sea coast, containing no more than 
20 people, white and black And 
Just as he was about to set to 


per receptive to water color and 
collected all the stray pieces of 
stiff paper he could find. Without 
giving a thought to the scantiness 
of his materials, Fuertes, accom- 
panied by his native guides 
plunged into the wilderness. 

Davy after day, Fuertes labored 
‘at his task. Without any of the 
comforts of civilization, enduring 
many hardships and  privations 
and equipped with the crudest ma- 
terials for a work which required 
exactness and the greatest accu- 
racy of detail, he stalked his birds 
in the wilderness, painted § them 
and recorded his observations. It 
was a Herculean task such as no 
ordinary inspiration could accom- 
plish. While his equipment was 
gathering dust in a Brooklyn 
warehouse, Fuertes was slowly 
and painstakingly achieving his 
purpose. At the end of 18 months 
he emerged from the jungle, the 
triumphant possessor of the man- 
uscript for his book and with al- 
most 40 paintings of bird life in 
color. His crude materials had 
long been exhausted, but he 
brought back with him specimens 
of all the birds which he had been 
sent to obtain. He had won a vic- 
tory against overwhelming odds. 


Last August, shortly after his 
return to the United States, Fuer- 
tes and his wife went to spend the 
week-end at Ontero Park, near 
Tannersville, New York, the sum- 
mer home of his friend, Doctor 
Chapman With him the artist 
brought his manuscript and his 
paintings, modestly offering them 
to his friend for criticism. Doc- 
tor Chapman read the manuscript, 
studied the paintings and was en- 
thusiastic in his praise of both. He 
pronounced the work as Fuertes’ 


and his wife, after exchanging af- 
fectionate farewells with the 
Chapman family, entered their 
automobile and drove away.
